He studied fora 
time at Trinily Ooltegc,|I)ublin, but dlil not 
tato a degree, and in 1818 bo came over lo 
Ibis country and engaged iu teaching in 
New York city. In 1S22 ho gave up this 
occupation, which was distasteful to him, 
and went iulo ^business, commencing in an 
old wopdeu building at tbo corner of llroad- 
way and. C'liaubora street that successful 
mercantile career which has 
made bin 


name the tjuouym of business ccpaclly aud 
of cnorm^itt wealth all over the world. 
His capital la said not to have exceeded fif- 
teen hundred dollars at tho time be made 
his first business venture, but bis tact and 
ability 
ensured 
success. 
The 
Block 


was limited to 
comparatively few ar- 


ticles, and his purchases 
were luado 


principally at auction sates. Tho goods sver« 
often soiled and damaged, but h« cleansed 
and redressed them, and was able to under- 
sell bis competitors, by offering good arti- 
cles, purchased at exceplional rates, at 
lower prices than they could afford to put on 
corresponding articles. In 1828 he removed 
to better quarters, occupying the whole of n 
small building between Hurray and Warren 
streets. Ills staples, wero laces, hosiery, 
Bilka, gloves, etc. From this time on his 
business grew with great rapiility, and ho 
was compelled to moke further removals to 
more convenient and commodious ijuartorn. 
Ilia business was conducted on such a basi^ 
that in tho great panio of 18:17, whou hun- 
dreds of merchants wero mado bankrupt, ho 
uol only weathered tbe storm but made mon- 
ey with even greater rapidity than before. 
During the next ten yearshis business stciul- 
ily extended, and in 1847 he moved into tho 
marble building comer of Broadway and 
Chambers streets. Iu 1SIJO his fortune was 
estimated to amount to $20,000,000. 
His 


losses in the Southern trade, consequent on 
the outbreak of Hie war, he more than made 
up by his sagacity in contracting before- 
hand for the whole product of certain man. 
nfactories, for whoso goods ho knew the ex- 
igencies of the war vmuld crcale a deroaud, 
and in 18i!7 his wenllli vfis estimated nt 
$10,000,000. From the cutset ho has given 
tho closest possible attention to his business 
and has made it in its various departments 
s, vast and complex machine, every portion 
of it under his own supervision and control.

He gave 
liberally to other worthy object*, but never 
craved publicity for such act* of henevol- 
ence. His business was so thoroughly sys- 
tematized and subdivided that it can hardly 
suffer much disturbance by his death; but 
the tremendous energy, the strong will, tho 
skill, tact and discretion, which have made 
it what it is ere gone— thonjh the impctns 
c&mmnnicated to the machine by these 
forces is so great that thero may be no per- 
ceptible difference in its operation*.

It would bo well If nol only the proprietors 
of larjpe country hotels of Summer resorts 
would look moro closely to their sources pf 
waUr, but should eschew well water ontire- 
ly. For the heallb of their guttU it is t»l- 
ter in all cases, where running water does 
not exist, to seek their source of water from 
cisterns which ar« fed from Ibe rainfalls on 
the roofs. Whemer cuch ntfnwaftr is used 
it may he- safely stated (hat there In an en- 
tire exemption from tho dhMftnes which ab 
wsys attend Ihe tise ofiialer contaminated 
with putrefying organic matter.
